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1. This memorandum is for information only : particular reference is made 
to paragraphs 3 . and 4. 

2. In response to your expressed interest, this report consolidates the 
responses of the Deputy Directors who were asked to identify their staff em- 
ployees whose work is predominantly in association with other Federal agencies 
in the Washington area. It does not include employees who contact elements of 
other agencies either in the U.S. Field or abroad. 


3. For simplicity of presentation, the report is arranged in two parts: 


TAB A covers components of the Agency whose primary functions 
are inherently interrelated with those of various groups of 
Federal agendas. It includes responses fr om the Office of 
Security, t he Office of Central Reference,

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b, TAB B contains responses on the employees of all other Agency 
components and Is organized in relation to the particular 
Federal agencies withVhom they have contacts. 

4. In summary, 136 employees weYe reported of whom 72 carry on their 
work from this Agency and 64 work frokother Federal agencies in the Wash- 
ington area. Of those based In CIA, 591 are engaged in liaison, three are 
on informal detail and 10 are assigned to a project which provides support 
to other agencies. Of those based elsewhere, 10 are engaged in liaison 


and 54 are on formal or informal detail toy other agencies 
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
